Union Sign Five 
Local Companies 


Five cookie companies were re- 
ported today as signing a contract 
with the cracker and cookie bak- 
ers’ union here. The five firms are: 

National Biscuit company, Loose- 
Wiles, Shredded Wheat, Mothers’ 
Cookies, Langendorf’s and Carl 
Scall Cookie company of San Fran- 
cisco. 

An increase of 2% cents an hour 
for women and 3 cents an hour for 
men, with one week’s vacation with 
pay, are included in the new sign- 
up. 

The agreement remains in effect 
until May 1, 1940. About 500 union- 
ists are involved.

CIO Wnions Disrupted 

The CIO is a bankrupt organiza- 
rapidly disintegrating 
collapse. Its domination by 
party, established 
officially by the Dies committee on 
un-American activities, has  dis- 
rupted its unions to such an extent 
that it now has no more than 1,- 
members, 

It began in November, 1935, 
seven A. F. of L. unions 
dues-paying 
000. Two years later, responsible 
labor economists granted its more 
than 3,000,000 members, 
many of them never paid dues. 
The A. F. of L. has gained not only 
a million members to 
for 
tional million, 
dues-paying membership 
proximately 4,000,000. 
Miners Put Up $500,000 

The only financially 
union in the CIO, is Lewis’ united 
mine workers, which has_ been 
forced not only to contribute its 
proportionate support to the na- 
tional organization, but to pay the 
way of the many CIO “paper” 
unions—-organizations with fantas- 
tic membership claims but no 
dues coming in. 

Since the beginning of the CIO 
organization drive in 1936, the mine 
workers have contributed more 
than $3,000,000 to the national or- 
ganization in per capita taxes, 
loans, and gifts. They put up 
$500,000 of the more than $600,000 
raised by Lewis for President 
Roosevelt’s re-election in 1936.

Only yesterday, Thomas Ken- 
nedy, secretary-treasurer of the 
mine workers, announced the im- 


position of two additional $1 spe- 
cial assessments on the 400,000 
members, which will raise $800,000. 
These additional burdens are be- 
ing placed upon the mine workers 
because the CIO revenue from per 
capita taxes is not sufficient to 
meet operating expenses. 

Cease Distributing Report 

The last published report of the 
mine workers showed that during 
the period from June 1, 1938, to 
December 1, 1938, Lewis’ CIO took 
a total of $205,377 from their treas- 
ury, in addition to the per capita 
taxes of $180,000. Kennedy for- 
merly sent the semi-annual finan- 
cial reports to all members of the 
mine workers’ union, but this prac- 
tice has been discontinued because 
of the volume of complaints against 
the draining of their treasury for 
other CIO unions. 

At previous peace negotiations 
between the A. F. of L. and the 
CIO, A. F. of L. leaders deruanded 
that Lewis permit a certified pub- 
lic accountant to audit the mem- 
bership dues collections and fi- 
nances of his unions as a basis for 
their representation in the pro- 
posed merger. Lewis refused, and 
he is said to be even more opposed 
to such an audit today. It would 
make a mockery of his pvoast of 
being “the second public figure in 
America.”

Predicts He'll Be Back 

On the final day of the conven- 
tion, October 13, Lewis declared: 

“It is no secret to some of you 
that I came to this convention with 
the hope that you would select an- 
other president in lieu of myself. 
Those of you with whom I con- 
ferred declined to be guided by my 
wishes, and they said that what 
they believed was also believed by 
you, all of you.” 

The sincerity of his resignation 
talk may be measured by his own 
words at the opening of the con- 
vention on October 10, when he 
said: 

“When I come 
from now, as come back I will, I 
will come into San Francisco with 
at least 10,000,000 dues paying mem- 
bers.” 

The CIO onvention sidetracked 
the third term issue, although CIO 
unions, councils and state conven- 
tions throughout the country had 
urged a third term for Mr. Roose- 
velt. Lewis this week threatened, 
by implication, to oppose a third 
term when he denounced secret ef- 
forts of two high administration 
officials to start a third term 
movement with a conference of 
“progressive leaders” of 11 western 
states. 

Writer Finds CIO chaotic 

Benjamin Stolberg, a labor 
writer, declared in a recent maga- 
zine article that the CIO was “in 
chaos” and had dwindled to about 
1,250,000 members. His figures have 
been verified by responsible labor 
authorities in Washington. 

“There is one basic reason for 
this disintegration of the CIO,” 
Stolberg wrote. “All other reasons 
flow from it. The communist par-

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Facing the Facts 


Ring Lardner once wrote a classic story called “Some Like Them Cold.” 
The hero grew progressively cooler as the heroine grew progressively 
warmer. Such a hero is Sidney Hillman. 

In October Sidney Hillman was warm, in fact positively hot, for labor 
peace. In November Mr. Hillman has cooled off. 

Let us delve into the mystery of Mr. Hillman’s emotional change of 
temperature. First let’s take him when he blew hot. That was just be- 
fore the CIO convention in October. Mr. Hillman sent out a message to 
all members of his union, the amalgamated clothing workers, in which 
he said: 

“National unity of our people is essential if we are to preserve the 
gains of the past and move forward to new and higher ground. Such 
national unity requires unity in the ranks of labor. We must spare no 
effort to secure such a united labor movement—to achieve a unity 
which will sacrifice none of the gains of the past four years but which 
will equip the Amerian labor movement with the strength and the single- 
ness of purpose necessary for the performance of the historic task which 
it faces today.” 

Without professing to be a Sherlock Holmes, we feel safe in ascribing 
this fervid plea for peace to the inspiration derived by Mr. Hillman from 
a visit to the white house. The president was preparing to send peace 
messages to both the A. F. of L. and CIO conventions. It is reasonable 
to assume that he made his views known to Mr. Hillman and inspired 
the latter to espouse them at the CIO convention. 

THUMBS DOWN ON PEACE 

So Mr. Hillman went boldly charging forth toward San Francisco. 
There he ran into a cold wave known to the labor world as John Ii: 
Lewis. 

“Peace, peace,” exclaimed Sid, “it’s wonderful.” 

“Nuts,” replied John L. 

Thus the battle was joined. For two days the struggle went on behind 
the closed doors of the CIO executive board. And then Lewis threatened 
to quit. The bluff hit Hillman like an icy blast from the polar regions. 
He cooled off, hastily, almost desperately. Let us see how his reaction is 
officially described in the November issue of "The Advance,” monthly 
publication of the amalgamated: 

“He (Hillman) would rather go along with Mr. Lewis, he said, even 
though he had disagreed with him on certain policies in important mat- 
ters, than have complete agreement on all points at the cost of losing 
Lewis’ leadership.” 

So Mr. Hillman now blows just as cold on peace as he blew hot in 
October. “It cannot be said,” declares the article in the Advance, “that 
the issue of unity with the A. F. of L. greatly agitated the minds of most 
delegates of the CIO convention.” The article then proceeds to give six 
alleged reasons why the leaders of the CIO are not so keen on peace 
now. Only the final reason is of any particular importance. So we 
quote it: 
| “They (the CIO leaders) don’t feel that they are in any sense inferior 
to the A. F. of L., no matter what the show of per capita payments of 
| affiliated unions may be in any given month, and they are prepared to 
consider unity when and if it is the unity of equals. The A. F. of L. has 
not thus far offered them anything approximating equality.” 

THE KEY TO THE WHOLE QUESTION 

There we have it. Af last the CIO is being frank. Now we can hon- 
estly face the real key to the whole question of unity. 

; “We are prepared to consider unity when and if it is the unity of 
equals,” says the CIO. 

By refusing to continue peace negotiations with the American Feder- 
| ation of Labor, the CIO now tacitly admits it is not the equal in strength 
of the A. F. of L. What is the strength of the CIO? Mr. Lewis is too, 
ashamed to say. He wouldn't even tell the delegates to the CIO conven- 
tion, let alone the public. The delegates got no report on membership 
or finances from Mr. Lewis. The CIO won’t tell the A. F. of L. either.

They have rejected every demand made by the A. F. of L. for an inde- 
| pendent audit by certified public accountants of the membership—the 
dues-paid membership—of both organizations. 

| The reports we receive indicate that the CIO now has no more than 
; one-fourth of the dues-paid membership of the American Federation of 
| Labor. Yet it insists on being treated as the equal of the A. F. of L. Is 
| that honest or is it fraudulent? Could the A. F. of L. accept such a basis 
of negotiations without a complete sacrifice of democratic principles 
and a complete betrayal of the membership of its affiliated organiza- 
tions? Equals are equals. But the CIO never was the equal of the A. F. 
cf L., it is not now the equal of the A. F. of L. and it never will be. 

These are the facts. But Mr. Lewis stubbornly refuses to face the facts. 
He is determined to keep up the futile and forlorn fight. And it has 
now become evident, even to the doubters, that his determination and 
| his will alone rule the CIO. Because the only man in the CIO powerful 
| enough to challenge him, Sidney Hillman, got cold feet and surrendered. 

So when President Roosevelt called in William Green and John L. 
Lewis to the white house last week and asked them to resume peace 
negotiations, the president of the A. F. of L. said “yes” and the dictator 
of the CIO said “no.” 

As Sidney Hillman eloquently declared last October, labor unity is 
essential to national unity. The president of the United States is fully 
cognizant of that fact. So is President Green. But John L. Lewis, blind 
to the welfare of the workers and blind to patriotism, can see only his 
own ambition and continues to ignore the facts. How long can he get

EMPLOYES OF THE 
BAY DISTRICT

I was talking to one of my mem- 
bers the other day and he asked 
me if he patronized a non-union 
barber shop or employed a non- 
union carpenter what the results 
would be. I told him he’d be fined 
$10 for the first offense and $20 
for the second. 


This same member then said: 
“Why do we have to be fined for 
patronizing a non-union concern 
when so-called trade _ unionists 
break their necks to bury their de- 
ceased in a strictly non-union cem- 
etery?” 

This brother’s statement carries 
a great deal of weight. There are 
members of organized labor that 
go out of their way to patronize 
the non-union Sunset View ceme- 
tery, the only cemetery in the east 
bay region that does not employ 
union members. 

It is my Intention, please take 
notice, to publish all union fami- 
lies who patronize the Sunset. If 
it's unfair to patronize a non-union 
restaurant, theatre, barber shop, 
plumber or carpenter, then it is 
equally as unfair to glve your pat- 
ronage to a non-union cemetery. 

Since the organization of the 
cemetery workers wages have been 
increased tremendously. Before or- 
ganization the men received as low 
as $2.90 a day with a very few re- 
ceiving $5. Today these same men 
receive a minimum of $6 a day, va- 
eations with pay and sick leave. 
These conditions were brought 
about through hard work and co- 
operation of real trade unionists, 
not the kind that only preach 
unionism, but practice it as well. 
Co-operation is the keynote to suc- 


cess of any organization, and your 
co-operation is greatly appreciated. 

Getting away from the burial 
side of this column, we, the mem- 
bers of Cemetery Workers’ Union, 
No. 20372, claim the championship 
in horseshoe pitching.

Anderson revealed the mechanics 
are now signing up rapidly in the 
union, and he predicted 100 per 
cent membership before long. He 
disclosed further that Captain “Ed- 
die’ Rickenbacker, famous war 
ace, who heads the Eastern air- 
lines, had voiced full confidence 
in the machinists and A. F. of L. 
and was happy to have his em- 
ployes join the union.

| half century as seen by a man 
who grew and developed with 
| it. After tracing the early 


| Struggles of unions to organ- 
ize workers, to develop collective 
bargaining, to supplement union | 
gains with legislative protection of 
wage-earners and to overcome em-| 
ployer opposition and court injunc- 
tions, the book takes up labor's 
present-day problems in peace and 
war. 


Mr. Green stresses the American 
| Federation of Labor's contributions 
to the nation’s well-being—econom- 
ically, socially and politically. He 
pictures organized labor as the pri- 
mary factor in raising the Ameri- 
can standard of living, as a stabil- 
izing influenee_ over industry 
through the spread of collective 
bargaining, as the spearhead in the 
drive for social security legislation 
and as the most powerful protector 
of American democracy against 
tascism and communism. 


In describing the conflict between 
the American Federation of Labor 
and the CIO, Mr. Green submits a 
strong brief in support of his con- 
clusion that the real issue involved 


is democracy versus autocracy in 
labor. 

Of special interest is the book’s| 
final chapter dealing with the 
present war crisis. Democracy, 


says Mr. Green, “connot be gained 


on the battlefield.” The very na- 
ture of war, he insists, is “hostile 
to democracy” because emergen 
cies cancel normal liberties. 


America’s Major Duty Is to 
Maintain Peace at Home 


Therefore, although he admits 
his personal sympathies are “the 
reverse of neutral,’ Mr. Green 


urges that “we in the United States 
should maintain strict neutrality 
in act and in speech with respect 
to the war in Europe.” 

After submerging personal con- 
| victions to the needs of the times, 
|Mr. Green declares that while he| 
would like to see this country re- 
fuse to traffic in arms and muni- 
tions, a more practical safeguard 
for our neutrality would be the 
adoption of the cash and carry 
plan. He urges also that war 
profiteering be curbed by the goy- 
ernment and that conscription for 
service in foreign countries be 
banned. 


But whether in war or peace, the 
“major obligation we have as a 
people,” Mr. Green emphasizes, is 
to maintain democracy within our | 
own boundaries. Although we have | 
not realized fully the possibilities 
of democracy and _ still deny to 
many equal opportunity for prog- 
ress, the vision of what democracy 
offers to human beings keeps us| 
loyal, proud to be citizens and| 
strong in spirit, the author says. 
Five-Point Program for 
Preserving Democracy Outlined 

To safeguard American democ- | 
| racy, Mr. Green outlines a five-| 
point policy: 

1. A strong voice for labor in in- 
| dustrial relationships, in govern- 
| ment councils and in all fields of | 
|human welfare, coupled with la-| 
| bor’s responsibility to keep unions | 
devoted to the ideals and| 
| practices of democracy and dedi-| 
|cated to the well-being of wage- 
earners. 

2. Collective bargaining on a con. | 
tractual basis in private or public 
industry under a peace or a war 
economy. 

3. Adequate representation for | 
labor on all governmental control | 
or policy-making agencies. 

4. Strengthening the nation by 


$1.25 Wage Rate Gained 
By Plumbers in Macon 


The Macon, Ga., local of the 
United Association of Plumbers 
and Steam Fitters of the United 
States and Canada, A. F. of L 
affiliate, secured a wage rate of 
$1.25 an hour in the new agree- 
ment negotiated with employers.

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Women Workers Exploited 
Low Wages and Standards 


Undercutting Men 


America has 7,000,000 women workers in industry and 
trade, and many of them are exploited far worse than men. They 
work long hours at low wages and often under shockingly un- 


healthy conditions. 


Their plight was graphically set forth this week by the 
women’s bureau of the department of labor, in a report which 
carried a powerful plea for a better break for these toilers. 

Mary Anderson, director of the bureau, pointed out that 
great numbers of women in local industries, or in stores, laun- 
dries, hotels and like “service” fields, are unprotected by fed- 
eral or state wage and hour legislation. 

“Where women work under low standards they become the 
unwilling competitors of men, undercutting men’s standards,” 
she warned. “The nation’s best interests demand higher labor

standards for them, since many who are mothers and home 
makers must be wage earners as well. 


SUGGESTS REFORM 


“They have been exploited to a greater degree than men, 
and, therefore, a larger measure of public concern and control 
is necessary in their employment.” 

The report suggests a set of proposed decent standards for 
women workers, as a guide for employers and for states in 
framing legislation. Among the recommendations are: An eight- 
hour day and 40-hour week, plus rest periods in monotonous 


and high-speed jobs, 


Wages equal to those earned by men, and no reliance on 


tipping.

The federal inquiries were 
brought to the attention of the con- 
vention by Delegate John P. Coyne 
of the Building and Construction 
Trades Department of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor in a res- 
olution which said: 

“The temporary national eco- 
nomic committee and the depart- 
ment of justice are simultaneously 
investigating the construction in- 
dustry to determine if alleged 
charges of restraint of trade ex- 
isted therein. 

“The general character of this 
investigation in the interests of 
just conclusions does necessitate a 
comprehensive analysis of such 
items of competitive influences as 
the cost of land, the cost of financ- 
ing, the cost of insurance, the cost 
of bonding, the price of materials, 
brokers’ commissions, and the cost 
of promotion, including legal fees, 
etc., as well as the wages of labor. 

“History reveals that for purely 
political reasons investigations of 
the past have resulted in a sum- 
marizing of the effects of labor 
costs and a complete disregard for 
and total elimination of concrete 
description of costs other than 
wages paid for labor when the 
herein referred to other costs, as 
isolated factors, constitute im- 
mensely greater deterrents—on a 
percentage basis—in the negative 
processes of building and improve- 
ment retardation. 

“Such building and improvement 
retardation is prominently main- 
tained in direct proportion to com- 
munity peculiarities resulting from 
location, control of finance, politi- 
cal domination of civic spirit, ete. 

“In the final analysis it is clearly 

shown that an increase in the cost 
of wages for construction labor of 
20 per cent will affect the total 
cost of the project less than 2 per 
cent. 
“Because of the incompleteness 
facts furnished the public in 
such previous investigations, great 
damage and irreparable loss has 
been visited upon construction la- 
bor.” 

In order to have the scope of the 
investigations sufficiently compre- 
hensive to cover all elements in the 
cost of construction and to avoid 
shallow sensationalism, the resolu- 
tion adopted by the convention 
concluded as follows: 

“The American Federation of 
Labor is opposed to any investiga- 
tion incomplete in its conclusions 
by reason of the absence of a de- 
termination of the costs herein re-| 
ferred to—other than the cost 
sulting from wages of labor. 

“The American Federation of La- 
bor instructs its executive and ad- 
officers to diligently | 
apply effort in behalf of successful |

tigations, locally or nationally, the 
purpose of which is to confuse the 
public as to the real evils consti-| 
tuting factors in building retarda- 
tion, as well as to require labor to | 
shoulder the blame for even par-| 
tial stultification of the building in 
dustry when labor is so completely 
without voice or responsibility in 
the obstructing practices. 

“This convention expresses to the 
its genuine eagerness for} 
any and all investigations resulting | 
in the public being told the truth, | 
whole truth and nothing but 
the truth, regarding the ever pres- 
ent check upon progress in the| 
building industry, which is so cor- 
rectly recognized as the barometer 
of national prosperity.”

Bakery Union Wins Wage 
Increase in Wilmington 


The Wilmington, Delaware local 
of the International Union of Bak- 
ery and Confectionery Workers of 
America, A. F. of L. affiliate, re- 
cently negotiated an agreement 
with the Huber Baking company 
which established the forty-hour 
week and granted one hundred per 
cent increase in wages. 


Lumber Workers Strike 


It was reported that 238 men em- 
ployed in two bush camps operated 
by the Poupore Lumber company, 
near Gogama, Canada, struck to 
enforce a demand for a clearer in- 
terpretation of the culling rule. 
Strike leaders said that the logs 
are culled and the men get no 
credit, the logs later being hauled 
to the mill for manufacture into 
low grade lumber. 
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
